The roofs were carried a 
distance of several hundred feet. 
There were several other similar incidents 
occurred. Several carriages passing 
along the strects were completely over- 
turned, one of the lady occupants sus- 
taining a severe injury. Telegraph wires 
to all points were prostrated. While a 
number of colored children were enjoy- 
ing themselves in a hall, the roof fell in, 
caused by the wind straining the rafters. 
Although great excitement cnsued, only 
four of the children were injured, and 
those slightly. A Pennsylvania avenue 
car was blown ten feet off the track. The 
number of shutters Eppes from dwelling 
houses is Immeasurable,. Great anxiety 
was expressed for the river excursionists, 
about 3000 in number, but the steam- 
boats arrived safe. Several sailboats 
were capsized in the river, but no loss of 
life is reported anywhere. 

The only organized celebration of the 
Fourth of July was by the Old Inhabi- 
tants’ Association. A salute of cannon 
was fired, and boys, as usual, indulged in 
pyrotechnics.

They see the terrible injustice of weigh- 
ing a life of unequalled services and able- 
ness against a momentary infatuation, and 
throwing thirty-five years of consecrated 
effort for the highest ends utterly away 
for what may have been done ina fit of 
frenzy; and if they condemn him at all, 
it will be for the efforts to evade and con- 
ceal what should have been frankly ac- 
knowledged to his own people at least, 
and his willingness to shield himself by 
allowing the innocent to suffer for his 
offense. So much has justice gained the 
increase of charity.

No shrewd man would adver- 
tise Bibles and hynm books in the Police 
Gazette, laces and fine linens in the Coal 
Circular, or jewelry and fancy goods in the 
Iron Age. That wouldn’t pay. Ifa manis 
to advertise in a paper, he wants to know 
several things: Is the paper read, by whom 
and how many people? It is material what 
class of people read a paper, as well as how 
many. any aman who wants to advertise 
fails to see this point clearly, and, therefore, 
muisapprehends the economical or profitable 
aspect of the case. He says the Daily Beg- 
= will take my advertisement for so much. 

ery well, if that paper gets it, the price is 
dear, for the obvious reason that no equiva- 
lent is rendered for it. Ifa man says to a 
dry goods dealer “what do you ask for 
broadcloth?” and the answer is six dollars, 
the inquirer proves nothing by saying, ‘*it is 
too much. I can buy cloth for four and a 
half dollars.’’ What is the quality? That 
is the test. Very likely the six dollar cloth 
is the cheapest. A lady goes into a store 
and wishes to see silks; they are 
three, four and ten dollars a yard. “I 
can buy them cheaper,’’ she says. Is 
it any reason why the: seller should reduce 
his price? There is likely to be a great 
difference in value, as well as in price, be- 
tween dealers. It is just so in advertising. 
The paper which has a large circulation, and 
is popular as a family paper, and is read very 
largely, is cheaper for an advertiserat double 
or triple the price than a paper which has 
not half the circulation, and is almost worth- 
less at any price. As broadcloth is worth 
more than satinet, as silk is worth more than 
wool, as linen is worth more than cotton, as 
coffee is worth more than chickory, as flour 
is worth more than shorts, as gold is worth 
more than pincltbeck, as leather is worth 
more than paste-board, as tobacco is worth 
more than cabbage leaves, so one paper is 
worth infinitely more to an advertiser than 
another. This last is just as plain as the 
first, if a man reflects a moment upon the 
matter. Yet, not reflecting upon it, men are 
misled very often, and feel that one paper is 
just.as good as another, but, as our Lrish 
fricnd said of men, so “‘one is as good as an- 
other, and a little better, too.”

‘‘Were you not a Fenian, Judge »” 

“No, sir; Lwas utterly opposed to the 
useless and expensive operation. I knew 
it would end in an utter failure, and add 
another to the unsuccessful attempts to 
create a rebellion in Lreland. Besides I 
yn a peace man; my heart grew sick 
with the loss of good men and the utter 
ruin war brought to us, and I was op- 
posed to crimsoning the green of Ireland 
with the brave blood of my countrymen,”’ 

“Bat to come back to the niin point. 
Some people stilf have’ an idea that, 
though you have no hope of election, 
rou might elect Freeman by dividing the 
Demhodrntle vote.” 

The Judge jumped from his seat, and 
with a good deal of warmth said: 
“What do the people, who think! so, 
take me for? Have 1 lived a quarter of 
acentury in Georgia, and yet men have 
to learn that am a gentleman ? a gentle- 
man, sir, who would not, to elect every 
vmale kin he has on earth to Congress, 
allow his name to be used as acatspaw ? 
No, not in a race for President, would I 
let down my self-respect to play second 
to any man onearth. I[ don’t feel it, and 
I would never consent toactit. IL run 
on such a schedule as that ? When I read 
this charge in the Macon Star 
seriously considered, it made my hair 
stand on end, I could not trust myself 
with a pen to indite an answer to it.” 

“Well, Judge, you contemplate no 
such thing?” 

“Contemplation, said he, involves the 
idea of thinkingaboutit. I simply spurn 
the thought, and the writers of articles 
on this line did mot know me, or they 
would not have done me this injustice.” 

‘In your letter you do not detine what, 
if any, political party you belong to. 
Where are you, Judge?” 

‘He said he cared but little for party 
names, and for four years and been in no 
party. He had sympathised with those 
who had accepted the situation in good 
faith, not with those who accepted it 
when pains and penalties hung over them, 
and rose with clenched fists when the 
storm was over; and when the Republi- 
can party planted Relief and Homestead 
in the Constitution of 1868, he had ap- 
proved the measures, and would not aban- 
donthem. If this was the measure of 
Republicanism, he would carry it.” 

“Well, Judge, you admit you sympa- 
thies with the Republicans, why not 
avow yourself one of them?” 

“My sympathy with these measures 
does not include my acceptance of others 
in which I do not sympathize, and Iam 


as wide from the Republicans as day is 


from night in many particulars; beside, 
to join that party would throw me with 
men I could not and would not support 
for office against better men in the Dem 
ocratic ranks. Parties are tyrants, and 
intpose penalties on reereants. I do not 
wish to incur the censure, as I have no 
special object in obtaining theffavor of 
parties.” 

On the subject of Congressional office 
he said, ‘‘I don’t feel that the place in 
itself has any honor. It is a position 
Which affords opportunity. t0 men of 
brains to show it, but how few few have 
earned a Legislative reputation worth a 
trip on the cars to Washington, and I lay 
no very special claims to extraordinary 
abilities, no more than I concede such 
claims to many who counterfeit great- 
ness,”’ 

‘We see you are reconstructed. But, 
Judge, seme meddlesome people keep in- 
simuating that as a candidate ‘yon could 
furnish a lively record for inspection.” 

Ah, “‘saidfhe,” Ihave cavilled at, and 
criticised no man’s consistency. Under as- 
saults, I have been silent, my turn is not 
come. Had I ran for Congress in the elec- 
tiond wouldhave met the champions of
